At present there 
are only 018 members ot the British 
House of Lords, but of these 500 are 
Tories. Hence it will become neces- 
sary for the Liberals to have a clear 
working majority. In other words 
it would mean that the present 
House of Lorda would be dead and 
buried for all time.

last, and I.oi-d (iicy liad nl last, to 
threaten rosifriiation unless the Kiii)r 
of tliaf ilay Kinp Willinni IV. jraM" , 
liiin tlie jiromise to create as many 
peers as would enalde liini to have 
n mnjorily. Tlie Peers in face of the 
promise of the Kinp tn do bo— ' 
«'liml)ed down and the reform hill 
was passed. < 

King William 'was a different 
ftovereign from King Edward. Will- 
lam waa an old sailor— without much 
intelligence. Trained in all the old 
regime of despotism, a .German of 
ihe eighteenth century, he gave the 
promise only st the last moment 
and, so to speak, at the point of the 
bayonet. King Edward is a nine- 
teenth century Englishman brotigrht 
up in democratic surroundinffs. n 
splendid observer of the political 
•.ind |>opular a1mo»ph«»re- in other 
woi^s, as good a politioinn a<< any 
man in his kingdom, and he will not 
even make an attempt to withstand 
the popular will or popular liberties 

It has beeome quite apparent that 
the most powerful men in the As- 
qulth Caibinet are detei mined to 
interpret the comintr elc tion as a 
mnndnte to deal ^vitll the present 
powers of the Ho\ise of Lords and to 
.leal with them d ra-t ic-uU y. The 
Libenils will propose to substitute 
Ihe suspensory for the absolute 
veto which tlie Lords now .^njoy. ' 
That is to say. while it will still be 
ill the power of the T'eers lo reject 
n luensnre oni-e in the same Tarlia- 
inent it wil! not be in its powers to ^ 
reject it twice if the House of Coja- 
inons should again send it up to the 
Lords. In other words the npper 
body can postpone but not defeat. 

The words of Ijloyd-CSeorge and of 
fieveral other Ministers during the 
recent debate mean also— when read 
between the lines— that the Minis- 
ters have received or are determined 
to receive from King Kdward the 
promise of giving them the means 
of carrying out their programme. | 

Of course the eleetion. if it end 
In the destruction of the absobite 
veto of the Honse of Ix>rdP. must 
mean the early settlement the 
home rule question. Tlie re is not a 
member of the present l.ilicial Miii- 
islrv who is not a convinced home 
ruler. The one division of o])inion 
Wtween them an<l the ardent Irish 
Nationalist is that the Knplisb 
Liberal has to think primarily of 
the Knjrlish Liberal and the Irish 
Nationalist solely of the IriSh Na- 
tionalist opinion. 

But apart altogether this has been 
the fundamental reason why home 
rule has not been carried in the 
present House of Commons, where 
there is a majority of nearly 300 
In its favor. The Liberals knew thst 
any bill they passed would be re- 
jected by the House of Lords, snd 
they dreaded the effect upcn their 
position with their own followers — 
all clamoring for reform* of their 
own— 4f they could be charged with 
wasting a session of Parllsment in 
passing a measure which they knew 

Lords.

WAK ON THE TUPLE ALUANCE 



The Oiolitti Cabinet in Italy went 
down in defeat on Thursday of last 
week, which necessitates the form- 
ing df a new Cabinet at once. Italy 
c now undergoing a crista like that 
f (treat Britain, and practically for 
the same reason — a fignt over the 
financial budii'et. To those in Iialy 
the distiirbunce is more serious than 
Us in the I niteil Stales. The 
d.iwnfall of the Cabinet was 
pi'i ma lily due lo the defeat of 
I'reniier (iiolilli's fiscal reforms. The 
^'ciieral o|iinion is that (iiolitii will 
be asked to form a new Cabinet or 
tliat Baron Sonnino will be asked to 
construct one. 

The situation in Italy is this: On 
one side are the Conservatives aim- 
injr at an understanding with the 
Clericals with a programme for in- 
creased taxation, nnpmentnlion of 
a i inainents, st reiij^t hen iiiff of the 
triple alliance, and the l>riu).'iii;r 
about of some sort of a iiioilu- 
viveiidi vv.ith the \'atlcau, puttiuff an 
end to the vexed i|uestlons in liome, 
even by Ji How i n-f that tiie posilion of 
absolute inilepenilence of the Su- 
preme Pontiff in lioine should be 
recognised and granted through in- 
ternational agreement- "On the other 
hand are the Radicals, Republicans 
and Socialists, who have discovered 
that there is no eimlradiclion to 
them i)eeoniinj; .Ministers even under 
a monarchial ffovcrnment. 

'I'hns preparations are {,'oiiiy for- 
ward to form !in exircinest Cabinet. 
This |)rofT|-amme includes an al)aii- 
diinmeiil of the triple aliiunce, rad- 
ical fiscal reform, the suppression 
of burdens on the necessities of the 
poorer* classes and augmenting the 
taxes of the rich, substituting a na- 
tional militia for the standing army, 
and finslly conducting an energetic 
eam|)aign nfrainsi the Catholic 
church by suppressing and disband- 
ing the reliirious orders, confiscating; 
their property. abolishing the 
schools conducted by priests, jiro- 
hibiliiij? reliirious 1e:ichin>»- in the 
public schools and cipiali/inir the 
Ifoly .See and Ihe administration of 
the church with that of any com- 
pany, thus oblijrinfT the Vstican to 
account for the funds it has received 
and apent. 

Should' attch a Government come 
into power the question Is: Could 
the Pope remain In Rome? The con- 
clusion to which prominent poli- 
ticians ami jirclatcs come is that if 
the Pope thought himself forced to 
leave the Kternal City, only one 
uii'ry in Kiirope could offer him 
an asylum, namely (icruiany. whose 
Ijiipeior was the only soveieii,'n to 
send him greetings mi his e|ii^,',,|Mil 
jul>ilee with an autograph Ictier. 
However, if Germany failed, the 
safest land to which to transport 
Ihe Holy See, it is remarked, would 
be the United States, where the 
Papacy would acqnire new energy 
and fresh impulse from American 
life and influences.

Apropos of the great strike of 
railroad switchmen in the Northwest 
and the possibility of that strike 
spreading through the East and to 
otner branches of the railroad serv- 
ice, it might be well to look into the 
dangers that these railri>ad switch- 
men eiicoiinier. .\iiy life insurance 
com)>un.v that knows its business 
will not insure a svvitcliniaii. .\ctuar- 
ies for the coiujianics have made 
the lives and conditions of railroad 
switchmen a study. They will cither 
not accept such a risk or else fix 
a rate high enough to be absolutely 
prohibitive. 

The demand for more money and 
better conditions was primarily 
brought about in Chicago's freight 
yards, said to be the most dangerous 
in the world. The danger is not to 
the man who stands in the tower 
ami throws a lever according to 
sipnals. .Neither Is it to the man 
who stands on the prouml and 
throws a svviti h alieau of and beliinn 
a train. The pri;atesi danpcr is lo 
the foreman of the enj^^ine and his 
assistants. 

In Chicago thn foreman of a 
freight switching crew receives from 
thirty-five to thirty-seven centg an 
hour. He works the calendar 
month throiipli repanlless of Sun- 
days and holidays, and his average 
|«iv is $<Mi a niontli While su)>posed 
lo Work only leu hours each dav he 
ma,v be called upon to |>erforni duly 
for twelve, fiiurteeii or even sixteen 
hours, (tf course he pels paid for 
overtime, but the work is more 
wearing and every minute he is" in- 
creasing the danger of losing his 
life.

and cerlniiily not as hazardous In 
the suinmer moiiihs as it is during

The life of the average 
switchman is eight years. J f he is 
not dead after eight years' service 
he is either minus arms or legs and 
unfit for duty.

The switchman must keep a OOol 
head and swift feel and hands as 
well an alert I'VC. The wrong 

sipnal ..I- niisiakiiit' a sipmil may 
mean death, certainly disaster. He 
must lie Ihiifiy and steady. His only 
hope is to save euoiiph liionev ii) u 
few years to enable hini to enter 
some line of Inisiness less ilanpcroiis. 
Few switchmen are fortunate 
enough to obtain a railroad promo- 
tion to a less hazardous position. 

Not one out of a thousand persoas 
that ride on railroad trains under- 
stanfl the risks taken by tiie switch- 
men. \ot one in 10,000 of those who 
ship fi' ipiit reali/c the perils of the - 
men who handle their poods at 
feriiiiiials and jiinclicuis. The .Vineri-

realize the wronp that is heiiip done, 
and if the striking switclinicn con- 
tinue to carry on a cani|tai{fn of 
education their wages will be raised 
and the general conditions under 
which they work will be ameliorated.
